At about 3:15 Saturday morning tho 
pcoplo oE.Antioch, and those living as 
far south as Austin, Cook County, wore 
i ii dd only awakened from their slumbers by 
two lerrifio reports which shook houses, 
rocked bods and rattled disbei, Hie cause 
beitiH the explosion of the! powder mills 
nt Pleasant Prnirio, Wis. The reports 
were loud and scorned- to bB in the. very 
center of our Tillage, many thought the 
bank was being robbed and grabbing firc- 
nmis ma into the street, while others were 
euro that it was nn earthquake. 

Eight hundred barrels of powder ex- 
ploded with the estimated loss of .850,000 
All the north shore towns were shaken 
nod tho shock was felt even at Milwaukee. 
• The oiiicial of thecompony could not give 
out any estimate as to the loss from tho 
explosions but it is variously estimated by 
employees of the plant at from . twenty to 
fifty thousand dollars. Fortunately no lives 
wero lost in the explosion as only three men 
in tho buildings tit the time tho explosion 

' took place and these, while stunned, escaped 

„ with slight injuries. ' * _ ' 

The land about the plant presents an aw-. 

. fol scene of desolation, Nothing remains of 
tbo largo, buildings, but three holes in the 
ground. Tho debris from these buildings, 
littlo more than kindling wood, is scattered 
for miles over tho land about the powder 
mill property. Great iron pipes which bad 
. been used for shafting twisted into fantastic 
fgmi by the strength of the powder, were 
r liiP *' ec * hundreds of feet from the buildings 
"y^whlctr the v were located and buried in 
Co earth to the depth of several, feet. Sheet

The property around the big plant re* 
semble* a groat field of burnt timber with 
blackened timbers . sticking out 'of the 
ground like stumps. Hallway tracks wore 
torn up and the rails twisted like the boughs 
of saplings. Every window in tho power 
boose of the plant was broken, white a 
groat deal of debris was thrown over the 
keg mill, '800 yards from the destroyed 
buildings", wrecking the building and 
^.machinery, 

The explosion came without a warning, 
and' uo cause can be assigned for it unless 
it was the fact that some part of the ma- 
chinery became disabled. Tho plant had 
boon working at full force on Friday, in or- • 
dor to get put several largo orders' and tho 
glazing mill 'was filled with powder which 
was to have been kegged for shipping Mon- 
day, Eight hundred kegs of blasting 
\ powderwere in the glaring mills. 
W*"t>avid Ilisoling, the nightman, wasjin 
. , charge of the glaring of powder but by 



somo good fortune he had gone to tho.cng* 
Ino room of tho plant a few minutes before 
the shock cntno. Hlacling had just loft the. 
engine room to return to the glaring mill 
when he heard the report. 

In n Hash tho groat mill went up in the 
and there was a rain of debris. Rise ling, 
who bad been in nn explosion a few months 
ago, crouched down on the ground and five 
seconds later the second explosion occurred 
in tho pre* a mill. Henry Guger, tho eng- 
ineer, and his fireman, James Gedsii, wero 
at work in the engine room. They were 
thrown from their feet into the center of the 
room and were picked up inter stunned and' 
bleeding, but not seriously injured, 

The force of tho explosion completely sut 
out the electric lights in tbe plant and the 
men groped about the building to rescue 
tho men who fand been at work, Reeling 
was ono of tho first to escape from the plant 
and he hurried to shut tho gates to provnt 
people from entering. It wns feared that 
the otbor glaring mill would be struck, by 
some of the flying dabris and another ex- 
plosion follow, 

In a short time several hundred people! 
who had felt tho shock hurried tothe plant, 
but there was nothing to ho dona as fire- did 
not follow tbe explosion. ' Greatest havoc 
was done to homes, in and about the vil luge 
of Pleasant Pruirle, and riot n house escaped 
without some injury. The big windowain 
the King and Tourtclotto stores foil with a 
crash, and along tho streets people could be 
found sweeping outbroken gtais, Hundreds 
of dollars will not restore the damugo- donp 
to the bouses in Pleasant Prairie, 

In some cases the sleeping inmates of tho 
houses were thrown from their beds while 
in some houses plaster wns broken off the 
walls. Hoops . from tho press, mill were 
thrown into bouses in the village of Pleasant 
Prairie, while huge chunks of iron which 
had been parts of valuable machinery wore 
hurled three hundred yards from tho build- 
ings. 

Tho buildings destroyed were not of great 
value,. but the machinery housed in them 
cost thousands of dollars. The glazing 
mill was oighty feet long and thiriy feet in 
width and the press mill was of the samo 
dimensions, The corning milt was a small 
building thirty. by forty feet. 

The entire plant is shut down as a result 
of tho explosion and over ft hundred men 
ore out of employment. The shocks from 
the explosion was felt within a radius of 
. thrily miles, people in Racine, Kenosha 
and Wnukeganbeing awakened by the ex- 
plosion. It was thought at first that tho 
shock wok an earthquake. It is impossible 
at this time to tell the extent of damage 
done to'prbperty in the neighborhood 'of 
the plant." ;

State Veterinarian E. D. Roberts ap- 
peared before Justice ilcCarron at Ke- 
nosha and asked for the appointment of a 
board of appraisers to determine the value 
of the cattlo to be taken by the state. 
..Veterinarian Roberts and his assistants 
went to the Stephenson farm to begin the 
work of testing tho cattle, . The cattle have 
already.been tested by James Torrey?'ihe' 
manager of the big farm, and he is satis- 
fied that many of the animate have terbcr- 
culusis, . , No' number, is stated in the \ re- 
quest for tho appointment 'of appraisers, 
but it is said that about 75 animals are af- 
fected with the disease and Mr. Stephenson 
will insist that every ono of thesa. animals 
bo taken by the etato and killed, , 

■ The sacrifice made by Mr,. Stephenson is 
a great one as many of tho cattle are" very 
valuable. Only a fpw dnysago tho man- 
ager of tho farm refused to accept 8200 for 
one oE tho cows which Is to be tested by the 
state, officials, In accordance with the 
state law the. value of the cattle ie to be 
determined by the board of appraisers hot 
It is' underitpod that in no case shall tho 
state pay more than f83 for any one animal, 
There is* scarcely an animal on the Stephen- 
sou farm that . la not worth many times the 
amount letby Uje;(tato.; • .

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SYNOPSIS OF THE 

NEW PRIMARY LAW 

Here is a synopsis of the most important 
scctiom of the new law in which technical 
Innguago Is eliminated aud the substance 
of the different provisions given: 

Section I. All parties that cast 2 per 
cent of tho total vote tU tho last election 
shall heronUer make nominations for elect- 
ive state and county officers (except commis- 
sioners), clerks of tho Appellate court, con- 
gressmen, members of tho state hoard of 
equalization, and members of tho legislature 
by conventions of delegate's elected at n 
primary election held under this act. 
- Section '3. Tho conrity conimittcb by July 
'!0 shall create delegate districts, contninEng 
not mom than seven contiguous election 
preoints, the district to remain unchanged 
for four years. Objections to tho form of 
district shall be passed on finally by tho 
county judge. 

Section 3, Primaries shall be hotd in 100G 
on the first Saturday in August, thereafter 
every two years on tho last Saturday in April 
Polls open from 6 a, m, to 5 p. in., employes 
entitled to two hours off for voting. . 

Section 4. Calls for state, congiessionnl, 
eentorial and. county conventions shall be 
issued by party committees thirty days be- 
fore a primary, apportioning ttio delegates 
in each convention to tho various political 
divisions represented in it, tho delegate 
district being. tbe unite of representation 
in all conventions. * '", . ' 

• Section 5. Printed notices of the primary 
election> shall bo prepared by proper author- 
ities and! distributed twenty days before. 

Section 6. The judges and clerks of the 
genernl^olection.in each election precinct oro 
constituted the judges and clerks of the 
primary election. 

-. Section 7. Ench different ticket of dele- 
gates maybe represented by a challenger, 
who shall be qualified elector in bis precii c\. 

Section 8 Thepolling places and booths 
used in general elect ions" shall be used in 
tho primary. 

Section 9. Regular election ballot boxes, 
lists of registered voters, poll books,_ tally 
shoots, etc., shall be supplied, 
: Section 10. The registry poll books shall 
be of a certain form,' containing a blank 
book for the entry of tho party affiliation oE 
each voter. 

Section 12. Any candidate for United 
States senator" may" ^yoriamo printed on 
the official primary ballot of his party by 
filing a written request .with the secrectary 
of state; the vote to bo for advisor purposes 
onlyi ' 

Section 13. Any candidate for a state off- 
ice, except university true tee may have his 
name printed on tbe official primary ballot 
of hit party by filing with tho. secretary of 
state thirty days before the primary' a peti- 
tion signed by at least 1,000 voters of his 
party. ' 

Section 14. Aqy candidate for congress 
shall have his namo printed on the official 
primary ballot of his party by filing thirty 
days before the primary with the secretary 
of state a petition signed by 5 per bent 
of the voters of bis party in his district. 

Section 15. Any ; candidate for member 
of general assembly 'may' have' his 'name 
printed on tho official primary ballot of hia 
ijarty by' filing^ 'with' the" secretory' : of 'state 
hlrty days before' thV primary a petition 
signed by' 5 perceiit'of f 'lhe Voters' of j his 
party in his senatorial district. ' ' ' ' [ 00 

SectioiTlS, .Any. candidate for county 
o f5 co, except .commissioner, may. have hia 
namo printodon thooflicial ballot of his 
party by ^ling .with/the. countyj elerk. twen- 
ty day before the primary a petition signed 
by .5 per cent of tbe voters of his party in 
Hia country.-. 

Section 32. N6 person shall vote at a 
primary election unless be is legally ' quali- 
fied as a voter, has -resided within the 
clectiou precincts for thirty days prior, and 
declares his party affiliation. No person; 
shall vote who has not signed tin* petition 
of a candidate of a party with which he 
does not affiliate, or ,wbp has signed the 
petition of an independent, , 

Section 33. A person desiring" to. yote 
shall state his name, residence and party 
affiliation: in a voice> loud enough to bo 
heard by those In tho polling place and 
thai I, receive an official primary- ballot of 
his party. 

Section 34. A person challenged shall 
make affidavit to bis right to. vote and" par- 
ty affiliation, and shall produce a house- 
holder of the precint to vouch for him, | i 

. Section 52, County conventions' iholl be 
held on .Thursday immediately following 
primary day, senatorial conventions on the 
second Wednesday following, congressional 
eleclions on tho third Thursday following,' 
and state conventions not less than thirty 
days after the primary.. • • 
' Section 53, No person' not a delegate 
shall, bo elected an officer of the convention, 
and tho' chairman shall bo elected by a reg- 
ular roll call.' '

GIRL KISSED WARDEN 

A way has finally bean found to reach 
tho heart of Deputy Game Warden Michael 
Klip st and it was discovered by Miss Uerthn 
Rickeriion. the beautiful daughter of T. A. 
Rlckcmon, a wealthy flhtcago sportsmnn, 
who was arrested at Silver Lake' Sunday 
evening on a cliargo of catching bass out of 
season. Miss Kickerson found the way to 
tho heart of the deputy game warden by 
planting u smacking kiss on his tips and 
before tho.dsputy warden had recovered 
from his"8drpriao and excitement he had 
consented to tho release of Rlckerson with 
a fititt of 810 and costs, which was prompt- 
ly paid, 

The little comedy was enacted in tho 
justice office of Henry Bluim in the town 
of Salem at 2 o'clock Monday morning. 
Rickmon had been arrested just before 
njidniglit nhd his daughter and 'son had 
followed him to the justice court. " Tho 
young woman was heart . broken nnd tbe 
son fainted in the court room. Rickerion 
felt deeply tbe shame of his arrest and 
when tbe deputy game warden insisted on 
prosecuting tho caso tbe young woman 
came up and threw her arms about him to 
plead for the father. Klicst was in a dread- 
fully ticklish position and he fore bo could 
extricate himself tho young woman had 
kissed him, When Klelat considered the 
grief of the young woman and her brother, 
nnd the penitence of tho father he did not 
on a heavy fine but consented to the court 
fining Itickerson 810 and costs of the action. 
Rickerson immediately paid it. He had 
two bats and two catfish in his possession, 
. Geo. Sill Welles, a Chicago millionaire 
connected with the Welles' Fool Saving 
company and other companies in Chicago, 
was also a victim of the gamo warden on 
Sunday night. Welles was taken into 
custody on' board a Wisconsin Cehtral train 
near the viljage of Trevor. Ho bad been 
fishing over near Rochester and was taking 
tho 'fish back to Chicago when taken by tbe 
officer, Welles was smoking a good cigar 
decidedly satisfied with the day's sport 
when Warden Kleist entered the car and 
Bat down by him. On the floor was a bask- 
et filled with nice cleaned bass and pi eke ml 
and Welles bad no idea that tho warden 
was. near. 

After a little conversation Kleist showed 
bis credentials and insisted on looking into 
the basket. Welles protested tbat be had 
no fish and declared that it was aa outrage 
for tbe warden to attempt to atop him. 
But tho basket camo open and Welles was 
promptly arrested, ■ Then be began to plead 
for mercy and even offered to get Kleist a 
better job in Chicago if he would allow him 
to go. Welles was taken to Wilmot where 
a couple of business men went his bond for 
$200 and he, was allowed to go to Chicago 
on a later (rain, premising to come to Ken- 
osha Monday morning and appear to an- 
swer tbq charges against him. 

Welles had seen a lot of sport during the 
day. and the basket washed filled with 
tho beat Beh tbe lake afforded. .

DOWIE IS DECLARED BANKRUPT 

Judge Land is of the United States 

Court Declares Dowie Bankrupt 

—Voliva Restrained 



John Alexander Dowie was Tuesday in 
Chicago declared a bankrupt by Judge 
Landis of tho United States court after bis 
own nttorney had admitted the "overseer's" 
insolvency. 

An order of adjudication was entered 
and tho creditors wero allowed liye days in 
which to suggest future action tothe court. 
The appointment of a receiver Is not deem- 
ed probable. 

Attorney Haley appeared for Dowie in 
the hearing on tho suit for a trustee filed 
by Voliva, on the answer to which by 
Dowie tho court based tho decision tbat 
Do wis Is bankrupt, 

The court entered an order restraining 
Vol i vn and all who act for him from dis- 
posing of any Zion property, except such 
as is necessary in the conduct of tho ordin- 
ary business enterprises, until the estate is 
adjudicated. 

"What does this answer meun? M was 
asked Attorney" Haley.' 

"It means that Dowie is bankrupt" re- 
plied tbe apostle's lawyer. 

The order of adjudication was at once 
ordered to go on record. 

Judge Landis took action after he had 
givon consideration to a report. by Frank 
Jones of the American Trust and Savings 
Bank nnd William E. Mure, credit man 
for John V. Far well & Co., whom he bad 
appointed as examiners for the court into 
the affairs at Zion City. 

The gist of this report, which is based 
on a thorough study of conditions in Zion 



including longcross-exominationa of Dowie 
•and Volivu follows: 

The estate is large and should yield 100 
cento on the dollar and a considerable sur- 
plus. 

Practically every enterprise at Zion is 
being operated at a loss, nnd some show 
great deficits. 

Expenses have been reduced and re- 
trenchment has aided tbe standing of Zion, 

There are no evidences of misappropria- 
tion of money, securities or real estate by 
oituer the pnwent or past administration. 

Litigation 1 bos placed the business of 
Zion at a practical standstill. 

Tbo city'ji credit has been reduced to a 
C. O. D. basis. 

The population baa . suffered large in- 
roads. 

Judge Landis, in discussing his decision 
from the bench, said: 

. "I aai satisfied that this is not a case 
tbat calls for the appointment of a receiver. 
With the entering of the order restraining 
Voliva all injunctioa-forhiding action in 
the stale courts is removed, and the court 
wil| hereafter stand upon its own order, 
leaving the parties free to move in addit- 
ion as they wish through other branches 
of-juitice." 

- Judge Landis, declared that, for reason 
of his own, be did not desire to make tho 
entire report public but intimated tbat in 
no part of it are there criminal charges 
ngainst Dowie.

• John' H.- Dorrls, who owns a large 
farm northwest of this city, will net 
allow a bird of any kind to be killed 
on his land, writes n Hurrlsburg (ill.) 
corespondent of the SL Louis Qlohe- 
Democrat. - He has set aside a num- 
ber of acres to grow up in under- 
brufcb, In which alt kinds of birds, es- 
pecially quail, find a home through 
the winter; and In the summer .the 
place Is alive with birds. . 
■ Mr. Dorrls claims that hawks do 
very little damage In comparison with 
the good tbey do In killing field, mice 
and rats. There are hundreds of 
quail on his farm, and thoy have be- 
came bo tame that they come to trie 
dooryard for feed. So careful does h?

where nearly every bird nesta in the 
brooding season.
